ley, William Brook and Boyd 
Osmond,, and approved these 
changes: Inclusion' of a 
semester of business mathe- 
matics in the curriculum; 
authorised the introduction 
of a Physical Science course 
at the Freshman level. The 
Physical Science course is a 
laboratory course, helpful to 
the student in preparing for 
Chemistry or Physics. 

I n t e r national . Relations, 
which has \ been a 'one-semes- 
ter, course', will include two 
semesters next year, the 
first semester will include 
basic political theory up to 
the 20th century; the second 
semester will cover Modern 
Politics.. 

The high school, has been 
notified that they will receive 
$1,012,86 from the National 
Defense Education Act.

A Curb on Easy Credit 

Tlep/Leonor K. Sullivan, Democratic Con- 
.grcsswoman from iVtissouri and head of the sub- 
committee pn House consumer affairs, has. sug- 
gested that it's time to start thinking about legis- 
lation to curb the easy. credit so_ freely ladled out 
by many stores. • . • <- . . 

Mrs. Sullivan didn't- mention finance com- 
panies who advertise tempting invitations' to 
borrow moiftey for everything from vacations to 
funerals "on your, signature only" but they might 
easily be included in the legislation she speaks of. 

Mrs. Sullivan is not against responsible credit 
buying or selling, but against the irresponsible, 
freely given credit practiced by some stores. 

It's unlikely that her suggestion^ will lie 
mot with much enthusiasm, with President John- 
son intent on stimulating the national economy. 
However, it's encouraging that the matter has 
been brought up, and perhaps eventually other 
congressman will become interested in the prob- 
lem. 

Some people, Mrs. S.ullivan' points out, 

become "credit addicts", unable to resist the lure 

of "a dollar down and a dollar a week". Unwary 

young couples may find themselves so deeply in 

debt that it takes years to struggle out. Other

Mrs. Sullivan suggests several measures to 
combat the easy credit and high carrying charge 
practice. One is that state legislatures abolish 
garnishment. This would certainly serve as an 
excellent deterrent to stores and or finance com- 
panies who use easy credit as a means of attract- 
ing business. 

Another measure suggested is that congress 
pass a "credit disclosure" bill requiring merchants 
to show exactly how much interest is charged on 
credit purchases. Many buyers would think twice 
if they saw in black and white how much the 
article the're considering is actually going to cost 
them before it's paid for. 

Small merchants should bo all for Mrs. 
Sullivan's suggestions. They can't afford the risk 
involved in the easy credit, small payment sales. 
They lose a lot of trade to the stores whose biggest 
selling point is often the easy credit they extend

It has always been our be- 
lief that all men are ecpial in 
the eyes of. the law. but ap- 
parently this philosophy docs 
not hole! true where a tavern- 
owner, is concerned. 

This ,is particularly true 
where the laws concerning 
the sale of lio/uor to -minors 
arc Involved. There are stale 
and local laws prohibiting 
thy sale -of- liquor lo minors. 

There is a companion law 
which makes It- unlawful for 
a minor to purchase or con- 
sume alcoholic beverages. It 
is unlawful for a minor to 
falsify his age for the purpose 
or purchasing liquor. 

Unfortunately, only one 
part of this law is applied as 
a general rule, that part con- 
cerning the SALE of liquor 
by a tavern owner. 

Admittedly there are some 
tavern owners who are not 
overly zealous in guarding

He also knows that 
he is virtually immune from 
prosecution for these viola- 
tions. 

When teen-age drinking re- 
sults in the death of some 
youngsters as it did recent- 
ly It is tragic;, but the tavern 
owners should not be made 
the only scapegoat. Those 
who purchased the liquor 
anil those who drank.il must 
share in the resousihilily. 

Tho Tavern Owners Asso- 
ciation or Lake County does 
not condone teomjge drink- 
ing nor will it go lo the de- 
fense of any member who 
knowingly and repeatedly 
sells to minors. However, 
the Association feels that the 
law must be enforced on both 
sides. 

The teenagers who break 
the law must share in the 
punishment. They must be 
made to realize that they can- 
not willfully break the law 
with impunity.

A recent column which' 1 
wrote expounding the many 
values of diaper service re 
suited in a number of letters 
from readers chiding me for 
having overlooked the- cost 
factor involved. Stated one 
letter writer: 

"You may be right when 
you say that my home laun- 
dered diapers arc nut done 
as scientifically as those 
processscd by a diaper ser- 
vice. But you're forgetting 
diaper service costs money. 
It costs me nothing to do my 
baby's diapers at home." 

Nothing Is such a complete 
word. So, we decided to <lo 
our own .cost analysis of the 
home laundering procedure 
for diapers, recommended by 
the medical profession and 
Hie National Baby Care Coun- 
cil. 

The answer we came up 
with was certainlya long way 
from nothing. The way be 
figured it, the home launder- 
ing of diapers costs $2.14 a 
week. 

Here's bow we arrived" at 
this figure: soap, softener 
and bleach, 511 cents; water 
and antiseptic to protect 
against diaper rash, 72 cents; 
gas and cleetricity. 10 cents; 
prorated cost of diapers and 
liainpcr, 20 cents; deprecia- 
tion of equipment, 48 cents. 
Total $2.14. 

Just how much cheaper is 
this homo laundering cost 
than is the cost of retaining 
a professional diaper service- 
According lo our studies, 
the average national charge 
for diaper service is about 
$2.52 a week. 

Thus, the mother who does 
iicr baby's diapers at home 
saves, on tlie average, about 
;J!I cents a week, or Just about 
5'i; cents a day. To make 
this saving possible, she must, 
during baby's diaper wearing 
age. spend approximately 547 
hours washing 7,410 diapers. 

To answer our readers, if 
it appeared that we bad over- 
looked the cost factor Involv- 
ed in diaper service, it was 
only because from the cost 
standpoint diaper service and 
home laundering are nearly 
the same. However, the simi- 
larity ends here.

Besides, 
as any mother will readily 
admit, diaper service is a 
modern necessary convert- 
iencc.that can be classed with 
processed baby foods.

County Offers 

Tree-Planting 

Service 

S. Burton Lee, chairman of 
the Lake County Soil and 
Water Conservation District, 
stated that the district's new- 
ly purchased tree planting 
machine is now being sched- 
uled for the Spring planting 
season. 

He urged property owners 
to order their trees now, and 
to make arrangements for the 
machine. Otherwise they 
may be disappointed by a lim- 
ited supply of trees, or the 
unavailability of the machine 
at the time tile slock arrives. 

Tho District has made ar- 
rangements for a tractor and 
two men to be available to 
operate the tree planting ma- 
chine on the property, so a 
complete job can be done In 
a minimum amount of time. 

Arrangements for the tree- 
planting service may be made 
by contacting tlie Lake Coun- 
ty Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion District Office, at 71 
South Old Rand Road, in 
Lake Zurich. Tlie telephone 
number is 438-1281. Prop- 
erty owners using the tree- 
planting service may have 
their trees which are ordered 
from the Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Conservation, Divi- 
sion of Forestry, picked up 
by the district at the nursery, 
if they so desire. 

Other assistance available, 
Lee added, is "cost sharing" 
which is handled through the 
A.S.C.S. Office in Grayslake; 
and recommendations as to 
varieties and planting ratio, 
given by Elmer Wcrhanc, a 
trained forester.
